Although the “little farm well. til- 
led” is a tavorite with the pocts, f 


farm 
management surveys of the Nebras- 
ka College of Agriculture show that 
it has several disadvantages.. These 
are most apparent where grain grow- 
ing is the leading feature. Among 
the drawbacks which have the great- 
est effect upon farm profits may be 
mentioned the following: 

Two men are needed to do a 
large part of farm work economical- 
fy, and a small farm frequently does 
not offer cnough steady work to 
keep an additional man busy. 

2. The cost of horse labor per 
acre, like that of men, is excessive. 

3. The cost of machinery per 
acre on small farms is nearly double 
that on “family-sized” farms, as ma- 
chinery can be used to better advan- 
tage on stich farms. 

4. Barns and similar equipment 
cost mere per acre than on large 
farms, 

5. Small fields are necessary, and 
the cost of fencing js increased per 
acre,

Conferred With Generals 
Rather Than Ministers 


The Vancouver Province directs at- 
tention to the*réportéd statement of 
one of the. German generals to the 
etfect ‘that military, commanders in 
Germany diftered, from tlrose ‘of the 
other nations inasmuch as ttiey stuck 
to their task and did not interfere 
with politics and statesmanship, Our 
western contemporary points out that 
the facts are against this claim. ° 

So they are. The war was made 
by Germany’s military war lords, Ger- 
man diplomacy, before the outbreak 
of hostilities and after, was military 
diplomacy... The voice gf Berlig was 
the voite of the commandants. The 
kaiser conferred with his  gencrals 
rather than his ministers. Hinden- 
berg, Tirpitz, and the Crown Printe 
were the kind of men with whom he 
took counsel. 

It is not so with the allied military 
commanders, Foch does not partici- 
pate in the politics of France. Haig 
does not influence the policy of Brit- 
ain, Pershing never had anything to 
do with. the administration in the 
United States, The Canadian com- 
mandeér-in-chief, General “Curric, has 
worked his way up fronta regimeatal 
command by paying exclusive atten- 
tion to his work in the field, 

And this condition.is to be expect- 
ed, for these generals represent de- 
mocracy.—Toronto Globe.

Freedom of the Seas 


Allies Obliged to Exercise Utmost 
Stringency 


In a recent issue of the Journal of 
the Royal Navy League of Siam, the 
king of Siam writes that. many peo- 
ple are too enamored with the ex- 
pression, “freedom of the seas,” even 
to think of explaining it. One party 
in favor of the policy, he observed, 
wanted neutral ships to be free from 
the right of search, If, he pointed 
out, the right of search was aban- 
doned, it would be practically impos- 
sible to detect the passage of con- 
traband goods. Suspicion had been 
aroused by the fact that during the 


war some neutral countries had 
bought larger quantities of | certain: 
goods than they had been in the 


habit of doing, and the inference was 
that they were acting as agents for 
the central powers, who were unable 
to buy direct for themselves, There- 
fore, because Germany respected no 
rights of nations, unless they hap- 
pened to be to her advantage, the al-| 
lies were obliged to éxercise the ut- 
most stringency in carrying out their | 
anti-contraband work.

German Defencesén Belgium 


Road Germans Held Is One Contin- 
uous Fortress 


When the Germans withdrew hast- 
ily from thé North Sea shore of Hel- 


gium they left behind a series of 
tortifications all the way from Zce- 
brugee to Nicuport. The entire 


shore is one continuous line of  re- 
doubts, re-enforced concrete dug- 
outs, trenches and barbed» e en- 


tanglements with gun pits about ev- 
ery 50 yards.. The Germans carried 
off most of the guns, but they re- 
tired so lvastily tney had to leave a 
large number behind, 

Zeebriigge is a city ‘of barbed 
wire, concrete, steel and ruins. From 
the breakwater to points about a 
mile inland there are five lines each 
of from four to five rows of barbed 
wire, There are also dugoiits and 
blockhouses  craftily — camouflaged. 
‘Two huge guns still stand guard ov- 


er the breakwater, pointing across 
the sea toward England, but the 
breaches are gone, 

The road from Ostend to Zce- 


brugge, which the Germans recently 
held, is one continuous fortress, with 
many guns silhouetted against the 
sky. The Germans evidently meant 
that this line should be a permanent 
one, 

The town of Blankenberghe, be- 
tween Zeebrugge and Ostend, is vir- 
tually undamaged, but deserted. All 
the buildings have been stripped of 
copper and iron, 

Ostend, from a distance, looks ex- 
actly as on ‘fete days in times of 
peace, But Ostend has suffered 
much, The maritime station is a 
complete wreck. Many houses have 
crumbled to the ground and most of 
the bridges in the town have been 
destroyed. 

The fact that not all the bridges 
were blown up by the Germans is 
commented upon by military visitors 
to Ostend, An alderman of the city 
explained that the German general 
staff had given orders to destroy all 
the bridges, but the non-commission- 
ed officers detailed for the work of 
destruction readily accepted persua- 
sive 100 or 200 mark bills.

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HISTORY WILL DO JUSTICE TO PART 
BRITAIN HAS PLAYED IN THE WAR 


LORD CURZON DESCRIBES MAGNITUDE OF EFFORT 


Great Britain is Justified in Asking That People Should Be Told 


What Nation Has Done — 


Her Entrance Into‘the War 


Saved the World and Civilization 


The magnitude of Britain’s world- 
wide war effort was described terse- 
ly and luminously by Lord Curzon in 
a speech at Gray's Inn Hall: 

“We were fighting seven distinct 
campaigns ourselves—in France and 
Flanders, Italy, Saloniki, Palestine, 
Mesopotamia, Persia and  l[gypt. 
Thousands of our amen had | shed 
their blood for the defense and 
emancipation of other lands. We had 
proved ourselves to be the knights- 
errant of civilization. We had been 
the feeder, the clothier, the baker, 
the armorer, and the universal provi- 
der of the allics, and without our 
aid the superb effort could not have 
been put forward by France. We car- 


ried over 50 per cent. of the coal by} 


which the furnaces and forges, the 
railways, and arsenals of France were 
fed, and 60 per cent. of the cereals 


which kept her army and people, and | 


we had one million tons of shipping 
in the service of France at that mo- 
ment. We also had half a_ million 
tons of shipping in the service of 
Italy, and we had carried small arms, 
ammunition, machine guns, blankets, 
socks, wool, cotton and jute, the lat- 
ter to clothe the soldicrs of France 
and her people. We had _— sent 
France's entire supply of frozen meat 
and petrol to Saloniki. 

“What we have done for France we 
have done for all the allies. Since 
the war we have carried twen our 
million tons-of stores for the allies, 
And the total value of our shipping 
contracts for them was seventcen 
millions sterling. Northampton, Ket- 
tering, and Leicester had provided 
the footgear for the allies, and had 
turned out altogether sixty million 
boots, We had supplicd 2,000,000 
respirators to the Italian army to cn- 
able them to breathe the air of vic- 
tory in the forthcoming twelve 
months, We had dislocated our 
trade, reduced our own consumption, 
rationed our coal, and sold or pledg- 
ed our British securities and incur- 
red losses in this respect in many 
parts of the world. 

“We were sometimes reproached 
for the number of men kept in this 
country; but th-y were retained be- 
cause they were carrying Out ifvalu- 
able and necessary service to the al- 
lies. At present there are 260,000 
men in this country engaged ex- 
clusively in the industrial service of 
the allies and 375,000 digging coal.,) 
One million men were doing indus- 
trial work for the admiralty, and one 


and a half million men were engaged | 


in munition work, a large prportion 
working not for us alone, but for the 
allics as well. When they, contem- 
plated these ‘services it was remark- 
able that our armies were so large. 
Our effort was sufficiently great to 
justify us in asking that it should be 
made known both to our own people 
and to our allics.” ;

trine.” | f ‘ 

Evéry. ‘ Cawadjan. soldier who. has 
returned to Canada from the front 
jhas brought a message to the same 
effect. Yet we still hear much talk 
about drawing a distinction between 
the German rulers and the German 
people—of absolving the latter from 
blame, on the ground that “they are 
only doing what they are told,” The 
Rev. Charles A, Eaton, the famous 
Baptist preacher, in a sermon in New 
York, protested against what he call- 
ed “this pious twaddte~about loving 
the sinner and-hating the sin,” and 
continued: 

“When your. boy was wounded and 
had his arm taken off it was not the 
| kaiser. who, when your boy cried for 
fa-drinkvof water, handed him a cup 
jand then, took it away from him 
{before he could drink it. It was a 
German woman! 

This, too, is the literal truth, testi- 
fied to by unimpeachable witnesses. 
These things reveal a national deg- 
radation almost beyond understand- 
ing. They emphasize the fact that 
we have only partly solved the prob- 
lem of dethroning the powers of evil 
when we have overthrown the mili- 
tary autocrats of Germany. The Ger- 
man people as a whole have sunk to 
a plane of morality far beneath that 
of any people, savage or civilized. 
Only by treating them as a nation of 
moral degenerates unfit to havea 
voice in the destinies of other peo- 
ples can we hope to ensure the sweet- 
ness and sanity, the safety and in- 
tegrity of Christian civilization. — 
Montreal Herald, 


Indians Increase Acréage 

Good results have attended the 
campaign for greater production on 
the Indian reserves of the Dominion. 
inaugurated last spring by the interior 
department. In 1917 the Indians had 
under cultivation 70,688 acres, and 
this year there was cultivated 82,421 
acres. The total yield of grain on 
the reserves was 1,350,324 bushels, an 
increase of 76,000 bushels.. The in- 
crease in value of the crops of the 
Indians was nearly halfa million dol- 
lars.

“It is a good time for all to care- 
fully examine their affairs, check up 
their stocks so as not to be over- 
stocked at high prices, keep finan- 
cially strong and liquid, keep well 
insured, and above all, prevent los- 
ses by fire in home, office, store, fac- 
tory, mill, etc., and help»sto decrease 
Canada’s yearly fire loss. 

“Deposits in the banks at the close 
of Septembef amounted to over $1,- 
626,000,000, which means $209,000,000 
more than a year ago, and the avail- 
able of other financial insti- 
tutions are somewhat larger than 
they were at this time last year. 
These are the largest figures in the 
financial history of this country, are 
cold, hard facts with regard to our 
present conditions, and augur well 
for the success of the Victory Loan;

The.one greatly fayored section on 
the Indian River, from ten miles 
orth of Ft, Pierece to fifteen miles 
south of that city, along the 
sandy ridge skirting the river, has 
frequently produced over three-quart- 
ers of a million crates of the finest 
pineapples, which brought from $1.50 
to’ $4 a crate, The pineapple grow- 
ers in this section have been greatly 
discouraged over the conditions and 
their failure to produce crops, and 
most of them have given up trying
